career before he was stricken. 
He held the world’s record for the 
100-yard dash, 
9 3-5 
seconds, 
and 
many times has stepped that distance 
in IO seconds, flat, going under it a 
time or two. 
Drew’s record of 9 3-5 
seconds is accepted as the only legit 
im ate one, although the record books 
show that Dan Kelly once did the dis­ 
tance In that time. 
His m ark is not 
accepted as genuine. 
Drew pulled to the front among the 
great. ‘American runners in the Yale 
interscholastic 
championships 
of 
1912. He won the IOO there in IO sec­ 
onds, impressing the spectators and 
ohicials with his wonderful form. 
Drew never lost his form from the 
moment of the shot which started the 
race until the finish. He was a sprint­ 
er who was off to a good start always 
and never lost any of his speed down 
the paths. He was as fast at the fin­ 
ish as at the start. 
After capturing the Yale champion­ 
ship Drew took part in the eastern 
tryouts for the Olympic games, which 
were held in the Harvard Stadium, 
and won the IOO meters in the record 
time of IO 4-5 seconds. 
He went to 
Stockholm and won his heat in the 
100-meters event in ll seconds, and 
qualified for the final heat in the sec­ 
ond tries. 
But he pulled a tendon in 
doing it and was forced to drop 
out 
of the final. The race was well taken 
care of, however, for it was won by 
Ralph Craig of Detroit, and two other 
American runners, Alvah Meyer and 
Don Lippincott, finished second and 
third. 
* 
Drew left the east more than two 
years ago and 
went 
to 
California, 
where he took up the studv of law at 
the University of Southern California. 
It was while taking part in a western 
meet that Drew stepped the 100-yard 
dash in 9 3-5 seconds. 
Drew took part in the A. A. U. meet 
in 1912 and w'on the junior and senior 
championships in the IOO. 
He also 
won the senior title in 1913. 
In 1915 
he went to the 
Pennsylvania 
relay 
m eet and beat the pick of the country 
in IO seconds. 
Drew has had trouble with the ten­ 
don in his leg since it was injured in 
Stockholm and in his races last win­ 
ier in New York, during which tim e 
he took part in several sprints in arm ­ 
ories, running on hard board floors, 
the injury was aggravated. 
W hen he w ent back west he rested 
a long time.

trials for the A. A U. meets this year 
and was beaten by Harry Williams of 
Spokane in 9 4-5 seconds. He also lost 
the 220 to Williams and again pulled 
the injured tendon out of place.
